An English Threat to Break our Blockade. 

AVe find, in the New York papers, a long 
article taken from the London Saturday He- 
view, of November 2d. It is noticeable be- 
causo it contains the first open threat we have 
ever seen in the British press that that nation 
might attempt to force our blockade. The 
gist of tho article is in this paragraph : 

"The equity of intervening may depend 
upon various considerations j but tho legal 
and moral right to intervene — even without 
invoking the precedents of Greece and liel- 
gium — cannot be disputed. Intervention, it 
is to be observed, may not only be exercised 
in various degrees, but may tako various 
shapes. Tho recognition of a new State — its 
formal admission into the family of indepen- 
dent communities — is, in fact, a species of in- 
tervention often of great moral effect. 

" Every body knows the advantage which 
the King* of Italy derived from the early re- 
cognition of his "title by England. If it be 
true that an Envoy from the Southern States 
has escaped the blockade and is on his way to 
England, tho question of this species of in- 
tervention will be speedily raised. The 
Northern States will remember, or will per- 
haps be reminded, that they were in so groat 
a hurry to recognize the revolted South 
American colonies of Spain, that they sent 
Consuls to them before the Spanish troops 
had left the country; while Mr. Canning was 
continually attacked, both in and out of the 
House of Commons, for his determined cour- 
tesy to Spain, and for the firmness with which 
he persisted in withholding recognition 



till 

no moral doubt remained <>f the inability of 
the mother country tosubdue those w hom the 
politicians of Washington would now call 
rebels. The reception of an envoy from the 
Southern States might very possibly induce 
the powers which command the nominal Gov- 
ernment of the Northern States to attack 
Canada, or to tako some other violent step, 
wholly unwarrantable by international law. 
But even if this r< A should not hap] 
this flagrant injustifPikhould not happen, it is 
only too possible to imagine circumstances in 
which even those who are most averse to the 
idea, may urge tho Government of this coun- 
try to exercise its right of becoming, with 
Prance, a co-belligerent. England may ulti- 
mately be obliged to say to the Northern 
States : 1 Your conduct is so injurious to others 
as well as to yourselves — your extravagant 
and prolonged exercise of tho severest of 
belligerent rights, and the enormous dimen- 
sions which you have given to the theory of 
blockade, inflict so much misery on the inno- 
cent, and cause such intolerable vexations to 
the commerce of the whole civilized world — 
that tho continuance of our neutrality is practi- 
cally impossible, and wo will tako part with the 
Southern States for tho purpose of bringing to 
a conclusion a disastrous and otherwise inter- 
minable war.' Even if England, from what- 
ever motives of prudence or magnanimity, 
should pertinaciously refuse to take this step, 
she could not prevent Fiance from taking it, 
and from being hailed as the peacemaker of 
the great American continent. " 



this hint. Congress is apparently bent on 
such action. Ave thu» have before us tho 
startling fact that within a few days or weeks 
the President will be called upon to decide 
for or against the adoption of measures which 
the conservative men of the country deem ut- 
terly fatal to the re-establishment of our gov- 
ernment, and which he will consider with a 
bias favorable to their adoption. This is the 
plain truth, deny it who may, and the revela- 
tion of this truth marks tho real turning-point 
in the present momentous struggle. Now, of 
all others, is the critical hour of American 
nationality. 

What is to be done? There is but ono thing 
to be done. Tho adoption of tho extreme 
measures contemplated must be prevented or 
the nation is swallowed up.

When everything else fails this may save us. | 
If it does not, we are irretrievably lost as a I 
nation. This mode, though hardly beyond 
tho reach of the peoplo, is still not directly 
within their influence. Tho second mode is 
especially the people's own, ami through this 
mode we invoke the people to pour their 
awakened energies with a spirit of lofty re- 
solve that will not be put down or put aside. 
Here is the sphere wherein the loyal masses of 
our people in this crisis of tho nation's fate 
can work efl'cctually for tho national preser- 
vation. AVe call them to the sublime task. 

The task can bo performed successfully. 
Lot it be performed at every cost of energy 
and of sacrifice. AVo would have tho General 
Assembly of Kentucky inaugurate, the imper- 
ative work, by at once protesting in loyal 
terms but explicitly and emphatically against 
the adoption of tho measures in contempla- 
tion.

Let 
the enlightened journalists and speakers of 
the North set forth in a strong light the facts, 
first, that slavery is not the cause, but the 
mere pretext of the rebellion, and, secondly, 
that the policy of emancipation, if adopted by 
tho Administration, would render the bare 
physical suppression of tho rebellion more 
difficult indefinitely, while it would make the 
re-establishment of the government wholly 
impossible Let them point out the trans- 
parent fallacy which lies at tho bottom of 
this cry for extreme measures, and hold up to 
view the immeasurable folly and enormity of 
the cry itself. Let the nner intelligence and 
nobler impulses of the Northern masses be 
awakened into triumphant action by just and 
determined and universal appeals; and let the 
bettor viows and sentiments that come of this 
awakening find timely expression in public 
meetings, in private letters, in petitions, in 
delegations popular and official, and in every 
other practicable form. In a word, let the 
conservative men of the North rise also as 
ono man, and unite with the loyal men of the 
South in protesting against the destructive 
and monstrous policy toward which tho Ad- 
ministration is drifting night and day. Let 
tho virtue and enlightenment of the whole 
loyal section of the Union lift up their min- 
gled voices in ono loud and lofty and pro- 
longed demand for moderato counsels in tho 
dmin/rtration.

Gth.l 
AVe this morning publish the official report 
of Secretary Cameron. As respects the ques- 
tion of slavery, the report confirms our worst 
apprehensions. And tho most grievous fact 
of all is. that tho report on this head can be 
regarded only as an expansion of what the 
President says in the same relation. The re- 
port of the Secretary is. of course, sanctioned 
by tho President. AVhat is said by the one 
concerning slavery, is but the illumination of 
what is said by the other. The Secretary, in 
this respect, is no worse than the President; 
and the President is no better than the Secre- 
tary. Tho country has little to hope from 
either, except in the disposition that wo trust 
both have to heed the counsels of the coun- 
try's own better judgment and better nature. 
■ But these counsels must be heard unmistaka- 
bly to bo heeded. AVhen so heard, we believe 
they will bo heeded. AVe now, however, dis- 1 
miss the Secretary, and shall hereafter deal 
with tho principal in the case. 

The conviction we expressed in our columns 
yesterday, and tho course of action we then 
proposed, gather additional strength from the 
developments of every hour. The radicals in 
Congress apear to have everything their own 
way. The character of the propositions they 
introduce, and the favor the wildest of their 
propositions roceive, are positively frightful. 
Congress has opened with a fanatical howl, 
and seems ready, without a pause, to leap into 
the furthest depths of radicalism. The winds 
of sectional passion are unchained. Tho tem- 
pest is abroad. The billows of anti-slaveryism 
are running mountain high at Washington. 
Their fierce roar is stunning the ear of the 
nation. The lashed and raging sea of fanati- 
cism is thundering against the barriers of the 
Constitution, and threatens to sweep thein ut- 
terly away. Behind these barriers stands the 
President alone; and he, instead of rebuking 
the storming waves, throws over them the 
witching moonlight of his countenance. He 
l>onds before the storm. Is it not manifest 
that, if the President is not promptly and res- 
olutely supported by tho conservative senti- 
ment of the nation, by that beneficent and 
mighty genius whose real spell has as yet, we 
fear, been felt only partially at AA r ashington, 
there is most serious danger that the uproari- 
ous sea of unti-slaveryism will presently burst 
through all constitutional barriers, and carry 
away him and them alike, upon its rushing 
waves? Nothing appears more manifest to 
us. It appears too plain for rational dis- 
pute. 

Let, then, thoconservative sentiment of the 
nation come up promptly and resolutely to 
the support of the President. Let tho great 
genius of conservatism shako off his slumbers, 
and at once lay his spell truly and deeply on 
the officer charged above all others with the 
conservation of this glorious ark of human lib- 
erty and id' human hope. AVe repeat what we 
said yesterday, with tho added emphasis of 
strengthened conviction. 
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Sickness in the Army of the Potomac. 

Tho AVashinnton correspondent of the Cin 
cinati Commercial of the date of November 
30, says : 

Tho doctors begin to tell a sad story of 
growing sickness in tho camps. Spite of the 
teachings of experience and the warnings of 
the Sanitary Commission, there reigns through- | 
out the army a heinous neglect of the com- I 
monest laws of hygiene, which is disgraceful 
to witness. You may see any day, without j 
crossing the Potomac, by visiting the out- 
skirts of any of the numerous camps near 
Washington, an amount of filth which is 
ominous of approaehingand inevitable disease. 
The accumulated debris of the soldiers' rations, 
to the amount of thousands of buckets full, is 
thrown pell-mell into the trenches, and left to j 
rot and poison the air. mingled with worso 
and fouler odors. AVhat can be expected 
from such neglect of ^common cleanliness?! 
All the dangers of the climate and the perils J 
of cold and exposure are as nothing com- 
pared with the constant inhalation of fetid ; 
odors, mado up of the ofl-scourings of the , 
camp. These are aggravated, too, by the 
mismanagement of the means of warmth 
which are employed in the tents. Enter a 
tent, and you are assailed with a concentrated 
quintessence of the foul smells which prevail 
without, heated to a furnace heat of aggrava- 
tion by a fuming little stove in a red hot con- 
dition, and hemmed in as if they were too 
precious to be lost by an utter absence of ven- 
tilation. In this reeking atmosphere are hud- 
dled perhaps ono dozen, porhaps two dozen 
full grown men, making the mixture worse 
by every breath they draw, and never dream- 
ing that they aro slowly poisoning themselves 
to death. Already, in many regiments, one 
man in every three is siek or ailing — and no 
wonder. Already, fevers, rheumatisms, 
agues, measles, small-pox. prevail — and unless 
reform and care speedily take tho place of 
this neglect, a large portion of the army will 
Mind untimely graves — unassisted by the bul- 
lets of the rebels. These are plain truths — 
however unfavorable or unwelcome There 
is absolute danger of our troops repeating the 
dreadful experience of the British army in 
tho Crimen, where bravo men perished by 
whole squadrons from their own sheer igno- 
rance, improvidence, and folly. 

BgSuThe Port Royal Sherman is a failure. 
It is a hard word to say. hut it is a true one, 
and "pity 'tis true." AVe ma3' expect almost 
any day the orderforbis recall; and we cannot 
expect anything to be done in South Carolina 
until ho is; perhaps not even then, as our 
luck has run on Generals. Tho AVashington 
correspondent of the New York AVorld 
writes: 

"It cannot be disguised that the Cabinet is 
very sorely chagrined and disappointed at the 
inaction of General Sherman. It was expect- 
ed that ho would at once push for tho interior, 
occupy Beaufort, seize the Charleston and Sa- 
vannah Railroad, burn the bridges, and forti- 
fy himself between the two rivers before 
the enemy could recover from their panic 
and concentrate. Instead of this he has set- 
tled down apathetically at Hilton Head. The 
regularity with which our generals topple 
over as fast as Government sets them up, is 
melancholy to reflect upon."

It is perhaps ungracious to quarrel with 
t any body of men in Kentucky or any other 
State, who arc in good faith supporting the 
Union cause ; but wo cannot forbear to say 
that the hypothesis which underlies tho ef- 
fort- of certain professed friends of the Gov- 
ernment in the Border Slave States, which 
. hypothesis is referred to by our Kentucky 
correspondent, is, iu another shape, tho iden- 
I Meal thing about which wo aro quarreling 
: with the South. The Constitution does not 
! anywhere admit the right of property in 
man ; and any war waged by any set of men, 
j under the belief that anybody in the North 
l will at the end of the contest admit that right, 
I is a mistake that cannot be too soon repaired. 

The North has consented to the exercise of 
j tho right of the South to reclaim "persons 
held to labor or service" under the local law, 
1 when they have made their way into the freo 
'States; but save in tho infamous Died Scott 
decision there is nowhere any recognition of 
j these persons as "property," And in tbo dif- 
J ference between "persons" and "property" 
I the whole of tho secession question hinges. 
| If men and women are property, under and 
] by authority of the United States, secession 
is, though not right, most easily defensible. 
If they are persons, the case of the North is 
clear: and here the controversy begins. AVo 
refer to our Louisville letter for an account of 
the discussions thore going on. 
ISpecial CorresponJenco of tho Chicaso Tribune.] 
LoLiaviLtE, Nov. '2S, 1861. 
The consideration of the Confiscation Bill 
of the late Congress is likely to produce some 
discord in the Kentucky Legislature, which 
hasjjst assembled. The keys of the organ 
will have .to be struck most delicately and ar- 
tistically, to produce anything like harmony. 
The bill raises a new point in the contraband 
question, or rather puts an old question in a 
new light — "Shall a slave, being considered 
property, bo sold under the Confiscation 
enactment to pay the expenses of this war?'' 
For months past, there has been a visible 
increase of the sentiment of hostility on the 
part of the Northern people to the existence 
of slavery. This sentiment has of late grown 
popular hastily, but not the less surely, and it 
may be said that it is undoubtedly the popu- 
lar feeling of the North. A scheme for the 
colonization of the blacks, as a free people, 
would meet with much favor — it would meet 
with favor in Kentucky. The question comes 
up then, "AVhat will Congress, a majority of 
both houses representing this antagonism to 
slavery, do with the Confiscation bill, so as to 
fit it for application to slaves? It is feared 
by those who own slaves, and approve of the 
system, that Congress will so construe the act 
as to nullify the clause of the Constitution 
which makes slaves property. [Where is 
that clause?— Erf. 7H*urt».] Will the North- 
ern peoplo be willing, to make sacrifices of 
human beings to save the Union? "Will they 
consent to sell men into slavery and bondage 
to preserve the sacred liberty of man? 

There has been no attempt to enforce tho 
law in this State. AVhile a large amount of 
property in the State has, by the abandon- 
ment of the traitorous owners, virtually fallen 
in tho hands of the Government, no attempt 
has been made as yet to sell it. The contra- 
band subject rendered it difficult to handle 
any kind of property, and henco the delay 
until Congress and the Legislatures of the 
States affected could remedy the evil. To en- 
force the law in Kentucky, as tho law now 
stands, will require the nominal assent of 
both parties in tho case — United States vs. 
Kentucky — to one of two propositions. The 
Congress of the United States — that is. tho de- 
cided anti-slavery majority of Congress — will 
have to admit that slaves aro property, to be 
confiscated and sold to pay the war expenses, 
or Kentucky will have to silently admit that 
slaves are not property. Neither of these 
propositions is it possible for cither to make. 
Kentucky cannot admit that slaveholding is 
illegal. The I'nited States cannot become a 
trafficker in human beings. Although for 
mouths pnst it would seem as if England and 
France held in high favor the only Govern- 
ment founded on such a principle, it ought to 
be patent to us that the world, that Christen- 
dom, would rail against such a Government 
as ours should it condescend to become a slave 
driver and slave dealer. But apply the Con- 
fiscation act in this State, and one or the other 
propositions must be accepted. 

This new phase of the matter will be con- 
sidered at length during the session of the 
Kentucky Legislature, began tho 27th inst. 
Both houses are unanimous for the Union. 
Rebellion has not a representative in the State 
legislative Government, though, as you know, 
tie- Executive is entirely so. That the con- 
sideration of the bill will produce much 
trouble, is not doubted by tho Union men. 
Secessionists calculate that the present session 
of the Legislature will make them 30,000 
friends from among the Unionists. I trust 
that it may not be so bad as all this, though a 
revolution of considerable magnitude and 
much importance is likely to result from it, 
whether the revolution will result in making 
Kentuckians rebels or ultra anti-slavery men, 
whether in making the State one of tho slave- 
oerac v or a free State, cannot be foreshadowed. 
The heavens presage a storm, but we know not 
how, or where, or when it will burst.

tions of master and slave, as they now exist, 
would be an act of usurpation unparalleled in 
the history of our country, and would meet 
with the rcsistanco of the united people of 
Kentucky. 

0. That the propositions of Messrs. Elliott 
and Stevens, recently introduced by them in 
the Congress of the United States, to emanci- 
pate the slaves in tho South by the action of 
the Federal Government, is a proposition 
which tho people of Kentucky will never sub- 
mit to, and which we will resist under all cir- 
cumstances and to the last extremity. 

7. That during the progress of this war the 
military should be subservient to the civil 
power of the State, and outside of actual 
military lines should at all times be subordi- 
nate to tho civil authority. 

8. That, in the language of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, "governments are in- 
stituted among men, deriving their just pow- 
ers from the consent of the governed; that 
whenever any form of government becomes 
destructive of the ends for which it was in- 
stituted, it is the right of the people to alter 
and abolish it, and to institute a new govern- 
ment, laying its foundation in such principles, 
and organizing its powers in such form, as 
shall seem most likely to effect their safety j 
and happiness. ,: 

9. That as tho domestic institutions of the i 
South are incompatible with the 
tVi lings of the North, and to restore peace to | 
our distracted country, we recommend that 
the slavoholding States, or so many as may 
desire to do so, may be permitted to establish 
a separate Government ; that hostilities ceaso; 
that treaties mutually reciprocal and benefi- 
cial between the two Governments be made, 
that happiness, quietude, and peace may again 
be enjoved bv the people of our beloved coun- 
try. 

10. That the people of Kentucky will not 
unite themselves with any Government or 
people who proclaim, as a principle of that 
Government, or as a necessity to sustain it, 
that the slaves should be emancipated, or that 
they should be armed for its support and pre- 
servation. 

Mr. YE AM AN offered the 
amendment, which was also referred: 

"And by this is intended to include the ar 
mies of the Confederate States now in Ken 
tucky." 

And then the House adjourned.

"Very early in the morning, tho Creolo, ! 
getting" out of bed, throws himself into a [ 
hammock; his wife stretches herself upon a | 
bench nearby, while the children seat them- 
selves, with their legs under them, on the 
chairs — all in their night dresses. Tho Indian 
girl enters with a cup of chocolate for each 
member of the family. After which, she 
brings some coals of fire, on a silver dish. 
The w ife lights for her husband a cigar, then 
one for herself. Some time is spent in reclin- 
ing, chatting, and regaling. Thcmanslow- 
lv puts on his cotton trowscrs, woolen coat, 
leather shoes, and Viena hat, with his neck 
opened to the fresh air — silk handkerchiefs 
are scarce — then he walks to some near neigh- 
bor's, with whom he again drinks chocolate, 
and smokes another cigar. 

•' At mid-day, a small, low table is set in the 
centre of the room, and the family go to 
breakfast. The wife sits next toher husband. 
The women are very pretty, and affectionate 
to their husbands. Ho chooses her from 
among five, there being about that number of 
women to one man. The children seat them- 
selves, and the dogs form a ring behind. The 
first dish is a chupe of potatoes with a large 
piece of meat. Tho man helps himself first, 
and throws hisbonos straight across the table ; 
a child dodges his head to give it a free pas 



theground floor. A child then throws his bone 
tho mother dodges, and the dogs rush behind 
her. The second dish contains small pieces of 
beef without bones. The dogs are now light- 
ing. Next comes a dish of finely chopped 
beef; finally, coffee or chocolate. After 
breakfast the man pulls off his coat and trows- 
ers, and lies down in the hammock. His wife 
lights him a cigar. She then finds her way 
to bed, with a cigar. Tho dogs lie down on 
the chair — the fleas bite thorn on the ground. 
The Indian girl closes the doors and windows, 
and takes the children out to play, while the 
rest of tho family sleep. 

"At two, P. M., the church bells ring to 
let the people know the priost was saying a 
prayer for them, which rouses them. The 
man raises his hand abovehis head and gapes; 
the dogs get down and whiningly separate 
themselves ; while the wife sits up in the bed 
and loudly calls for tire; the Indian girl reap- 
pears with a 'chunk' for her mistress to light 
her master another cigar, and she smokes 
again herself. The dinner, which takes place 
between three and five, is nearly the same as 
breakfast, except when a beef is recently kill- 
ed by the Indians, when they have a boil. 
The ribs and other long bones of the animal 
are trimmed of flush, leaving the bones coated 
with meat; these are laid across a firo and 
roasted; the members of the family, while 
employed with them, look as if they were 
practicing music. 

"A horse is brought into tho house by an 
Indian man, who holds while tho 'patron' 
bridles and saddles him; he then puts on a 
large pair of silver spurs, which cost forty 
dollars, and mounting, ho rides out of the

The negroes, as an inducement to work, are 
to receive three cents per pound for all mar- 
ketable cotton. They have gone into the 
business, it is reported, with enthusiasm. 

New York, Dee. 5. — The Chamber of 
Commerce adopted a memorial requesting 
the President to send two or more armed ves- 
sels to the coast of Europe for the protection 
of our commerce against privateers. 

Pierse L. Pierce was arrested hero on ap- 
plication of the District Attorney of Bos- 
ton, charged with fitting out the slaver Bru- 
tus, from New Bedford. 

Intelligence from Charleston says the block- 
ade there is constantly violated by inland 
channels to" Edisto, and tho Moffit or North 
channel. Vessels are certain of twelve feet 
of water in the latter. Within a few weeks 
the brig West India and bark Nelson, with 
naval Jstorcs, also the schooner Gen. Ripley, 
with rice, arrived, besides others of less note. 
The steamer Isabel, thoroughly fitted up and 
loaded with 1,000 hales of cotton, together 
with the Prince of Wales, aro waiting an op- 
portunity to run out. 

Thero are about 12,000 North and South 
Carolina and Georgia troops on the railroad 
to Savannah, and 5,000 in Charleston. Most 
of the South Carolina regiments are still in 
Virginia. Five gunboats are building at 
Charleston. They are confident at Charleston 
that they can gather forces enough to meet 
us at any point on the main land wo may 
choose. The Bermuda brought 3.000 guns, 
of which Charleston got half. The Fingal 
brought 12,500 Enfield rifles. Percussion 
caps and rifled cannon, and other military 
equipments, are Wing made at Charleston. 
Provisions are said to be very scarce. 

Cairo, Dec. 6. 
Special dispatches in the Memphis papers 
of the 2d give an account of a great battle at 
Morristown, East Tennessee, between the 
Federal forces under Parson Brownlow, and 
the rebels. They fought on the 1st of Decem- 
ber, when the Federals were victorious. A 
rebel dispatch calls it the first Union victory 
of the war. Brownlow had 3.000 men. The 
rebel force was not ascertained. The rout of 
the rebels was total.

Frociaination by the Governor. 

"WitEKEAs, The following resolutions, vi?. 

AViiF.itKAs, Kentucky lias been invaded by 
the forces of the io-called Confederate States, 
nnd the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the Stale by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot Helen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1'. Be it restdred by ihe General A'nemhly 
oi the Vomnioniveatth of Kentucky, Thnt the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the Slate, nnd of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

'i t Further remjlvrtl, That General I'obert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckiun, who hasbeen 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. /(V.sofivi/. That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens und their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Keidteett, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in his power lo 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of tho military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place Ihe 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

6. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckiun is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Huve this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and arethere- 
forethe law of the land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoin ingal I officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WhJKBKAB. The following act of tho Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
in-tiint. is the law of the land, 1 think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, ns 1 do hereby, and 1 do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Retolnlia-n* providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* of this Comuioniccalth. 

■\Viikuk.\s, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cheri-h the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all ; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Resolved by ihe General Assembly of the 
Cothmo>tv:ealtk of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to tho people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of \ olitical opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of iror ns well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, nnd property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the conrts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves lo a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky.''

THE Commanding General in the State of Ken- 
tucky have decided, in concurrence with the 
General Government, to accept no troops except 
those enlisted for three years, unless sooner dis- 
charged. Ihis Board has decided to incur no farther 
expense about recruiting, ticetce month* men. All 
such recruits will therefore be instantly disband- 
ed, unless they will consent to be mustered into the 
service for three j ears.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

AVhkheas, the following Act. to-wit: 
^ln act to raise volunteer forces to reprl the inva- 
sion of the State, and for other purposes. 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assimldij of the 
Commontcealtii of Kentucky, That as llie soil of 
the State ol Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the Slate of Kentucky is hereby directed 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen aud forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of ihis Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

'J. That the Governor be, and he is herebv, 
aiuhorized, in order to raise said lorce, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission lor that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, aud privates, wiioss 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions ot Ihis act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General iu the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and w hen so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

$ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State lurces in the 
field.- 

$ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to ihe forty thousand men provided lor by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and Scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by ihe General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail lor 
that purpose : And provided alto. That such p4p 
sons shall receive five dollurs per month of extr? 
pay 

$ G. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding out 
hundred and filly dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

$ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cent the services of squadrons, baitalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended nnd conduct- 
ed by any justice ol the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

I) !1. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as ihe Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of tho 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lt-GO ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, llih, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

I) 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized Into equadront, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, nnd division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United Slates, nnd shall receive 
the same pay and rations as arc allow ed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

^11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

lias this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, ^nd is 
thereforo tho law of the land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of ihis State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
